Washington to demand, "immedi- 
ate, complete and absolute" inde- 
pendence. 


"The 
time is not yet for inde- 


pendence," the president told the 
Filipinos. 
"At this time it is not 


for me to suggest the day, distant 
or near. Meanwhile I can only re- 
new the proven assurances of our 
good 
intentions, our desire to be 


helpful without exacting from your 
private or public purse, or restrict- 
ing the freedom under which men 
and peoples aspire arid achieve. No 
backward step is contemplated, no 
diminution of your domestic con- 
trol is to be sousht. It do not 
believe the time has arrived for yie 
.final decision." 


The president said the 
Philip- 


pines would be 
"unfited for the 


solemn duties of self government 
without national aspirations." 


"It is fair to assume." he de- 


clared, "that our only difference of 
opinion relates to the time for in- 
dependence. 
We have spared you 


every burden of national defense, 
and costs of diplomatic representa-

world, yet

secure in your 


peace, and your representation be- 
fittingly expressed. 
If we
